We have just completed an extensive inventory and Shelflist "clean-up" 
of book holdings for the Junior College Library. Results of that inventory are 
indicated below. 

Total Number of Titles/JC Library = 27.347 
Total Number of Volumes/JC Library = 30,618 

Total Number of Titles/JC/Missing 8/89 = 1.963 
Total Number of Volumes/JC/Missing 8/89 = 2,111 

Total Number of Volumes/JC/Withdrawn and/or Transferred to TC 8/89 = 142 

This is the first comprehensive inventory that has been conducted since 
1982. The loss/theft rate is 6% for the 7-year period and falls (to my surprise) 
below the 5% loss/theft rate generally expected in academic libraries annually. 

Annual inventories are conducted at the Technical Library. Figures for 
1988-89 are indicated below. 

Total Number of Volumes/TC Library = 3.187 (including unclassified vols, in 

shops) 

Total Number of Volumes/TC Library Missing = 9 (lib.) + 174 (shops) = 183 

Consequently, the missing/theft rate for the Technical Library is 6%. 

For BOTH LIBRARIES, the total numbe r of volumes missing is 2.294 
with a loss/theft rate of 6% overall^

LIBRARY HOURS 

Shelton State maintains two libraries which serve all students of the 
college, regardless of the program in which they are enrolled. The Junior 
College Library, located on the Skyland Boulevard Campus, houses resources that 
are predominately academic. The Technical Library, located on the Fifteenth 
Street Campus, houses resources that are predominately technical. Basic 
reference sources are provided on eacn Compus. Hours are listed below.

Mon.— Thurs. 7:30am--10:00pm Mon.--Wed. 7:00am--5:30pm 

Friday 7 : 30am— 5: OOpm Thurs . 7 : 00am--7 : 30pm 

Friday 7:00am--5:30pm 

When classes are not in session, library hours on both campuses are 8:00am 

until 3:00 pm. The Library is not open when the college is closed (as for 

holidays) and is open on weekends only at the request of individual instructors. 

for special activities (such as Term Paper Clinic), or when special hours are 
posted. . 



CIRCULATION 

While some materials carry certain circulation restrictions, most materials 
on both campuses may be checked out as follows: 

BOOKS -- 3 weeks (renewable unless a HOLD has been requested) 

MAGAZINES — 1 week (except for microfilm, bound, and the current year) 

AUDIOTAPES and RECORDS — 24 hours 

VERTICAL FILE MATERIALS - 1 week 



FINES 

Overdue fines are charged at the rate of 10 cents per day on books, 
magazines, audiotapes and records, and vertical file materials. Items borrowed 
from RESERVE are charged at the rate of 50 cents per hour (or fraction of an 
hour over 15 minutes). Unpaid fines are considered debts to the college and 
must be cleared by a student can register for classes, have transcripts sent, 
and/or graduate. 



LOST AND/OR DAMAGED BOOKS 

Library resources that are lost or damaged must be replaced by the 
individual who borrowed them. A $10.00 processing fee is charged in 
addition to replacement costs.

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PHOTOCOPY SERVICES 



At the Junior College Library, a coin-operated photocopy machine is located 
across from the Circulation Desk. Copies from this machine are 5 cents each. 
The copier accepts nickels, dimes, quarters, and bills in the denominations of 
$1, $2, and $5. The Library provides no change for the photocopier. Across 
from the Circulation Desk are microform reader/printers from which copies can be 
made at the rate of 10 cents per page; students pay for copies at the desk. 

At the Technical Library, a photocopy machine is located at the Circulation 
Desk for use by students, who should ask for assistance at the desk. Copies 
from this machine are 5 cents each and change is provided. STUDENTS WHO USE 
PHOTOCOPY SERVICES ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR USE WITHIN COPYRIGHT GUIDELINES AND 
LIMITATIONS. 

OTHER LIBRARIES AVAILABLE TO SHELTON STUDENTS 

The University of Alabama Libraries and Stillman College Library are 
available to all Shelton State students upon presentation of a current student 
identification card. Shelton State students may use the libraries at Bryce 
Hospital and the VA Medical Center while on the premises (but may not be allowed 
to check materials out unless certain requirements are met). Shelton State 
students are subject to all rules and fines of other libraries. All books 
borrowed from other libraries must be returned there by the student and cannot 
be left at Shelton State. 

I 

RESERVE MATERIALS 

Sometimes Shelton State instructors will place certain materials on RESERVE 
at the Circulation Desk in one of the libraries. This means that there are 
limited copies available for a large number of students; it also means that the 
length of time the items can be checked out Is very limited. Reserve materials 
include books, magazine articles, maps, mineral samples, special keys, and the 
gram scales used by ceramics students. 

Students may ask for Reserve materials a'^. the Circulation Desk. Most items 
are filed by the instructor's name. SEE "FINES" Section above for information 
regarding overdue Reserve materials. 

PLEASE REMEMBER . . . 

Do not bring food or drinks into the libraries on either campus. Smoking 
is not allowed under any circumstances in either Library; tobacco in any form is 
not allowed in either Library. Please remember that the libraries are places 
for study and research--not for social conversation. Students who are not 
using the libraries for study or research will be asked to leave in order to 
reduce unnecessary noise and traffic for other students using the libraries.

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Encyclopedias 



Shelton State has three general encyclopedias and several subject 
encyclopedias (see below). Most of these are very easy to use. The 
BHtannlc a Three is different because it has three parts: Propaedia, 
Micropaedia, and Macropaedia. The Micropaedia (with blue labels) can be used 
locate short articles (micro means small) and to find references to other

HOW TO FIND CURRENT INFORMATION 



Current information can be found in magazines and newspapers. The easiest 
way to locate specific information is to use an index, like Reader's Guide 
(see example below). Indexes show exactly which magazi nes- wTT 1 have articles on 
a particular subject. Shelton State has many indexes for many different 
subject areas. Ask for help in choosing the right index for your subject.
